acenmulated by allowing milk to stand 
on a wir porch or in the sun is 
enough to atart tha bacteria in milk to 
multiplying at a rapid rate and thus 
make ib unfit for use ag sweet milk, 
according to the dairy specialists of 
the department. ‘Whe hot days xlso 
bring the flies, te great germ carriers, 
and the clouds of dust Inden with bac- 
teria, which, whea coming to reat on 
milk receptacles, may easily contami- 
nate the milk. 

Milk is regarded as a natural ul 
ture medium for bacteria, aud tie ra- 
pidity with which the various forms 
will multiply under the proper temper- 
atures in astonishing, It has been shown 
that if a cubis centimeter (bout one- 
balf teaspoonfal) of milk containing 10 
bacteria is kept at 08 degrees tempera» 
ture for 24 hours the bacterla will have 
multiplied into about 01,000, In the 
samo milk, if held at 50 degrees, the 
growth of bacteria would be very 
small, possibly as low as 40 in o4 
hours, Milk which contains # large 
nuinher of bacteria iy oithor not freah 
or haw come from « discaatd cow or 
hoa otherwise beon contaminated.

HOW PRINTERS’ INK IS 
: MADE, 


Exhibit in the Smithsonian Building 
at. Washington. 


A now exhibit in the division of 
graphic arta of the United States na- 
tional museum, Ioeated in the Smith- 
gonian building at Washington, ina 
trates tho several different processes 
fand shows the many ingredients in 
the making of printers’ ink. It starts 
with the raw products, illustrates the 
Ieanufacture by photographs aud din- 
grams described by Jabels, and shows 
the finished prodnets ready for use. 

The manufacture of modern print. 
ing ink requires a careful choice of 
materidds and their very skilful man- 
ipulation, The materials fall into tivo 
groups, the pigment or color, and the 
medium or varnish in which it is 
ground, ‘The varnish i prepared from 
Jinseadl oi] and roain, but, while lin- 
seed ofl is the most satisfactory me- 
diam, cheaper ones, such ag rosin oll 
and even mineral oi], aro used, Va: 
rious gums and waxes aro employed 
to give a greater consistency, The 
drying quality is increased by the ad- 
ition of metallic substances whieh 
tend to make the off in tho ink oxidize. 
This ink does not dry in the common 
aenae, by evaporation, bnt pasaes 
through a ehemical change which 
lenves a tatally different substance. 
The varnish holds the color pigments 
together, aml makes possible thelr 
mechanical manipulation on tha press:
